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N my Paper of this Day, I fhall have an occafion 
to Touch upon a Subject, which will fully de- 
monftrate my Zeal for Truth and Juftice; and 
fettle the Opinion of my Readers. concerning 
me, that J am really an impartial and difintereit- 

ed Writer. My Defign at prefent is, to attack the 
Prefent Mix. y, upon a Point of very great Impor- 
tance; and tho’ | cannot go fo fr as to charge them 
with any ill Intentions in the Grand Article of their 
Mijmanagemcnt, yet on the other hand, | can,by no 
means acquit them of a plain notorious Miftake in 
their Conduct: which would be highily prejudicjal to 
the Publick, if it were not as yet in a condition to be 
rectify'd.and amended. The Cafe in fhort is this: At 
their Acceffion to the Helm of Affairs, they imagain’d 
they had to do with Englfhmen, with Rational Beings, 
with Civiliz’d Creatures, with Men under the Power of 
violent Prepofleflions and ftrong Delufions, but who 
fill] retain’d fome Sparks of the Love of their Country, 
and the appearance at leaft of a hearty Concern for 
the Conffitution in Church and Strate. They could not 
believe, that all the Noife about Moderation, was no- 
thing elfe but Noife, They thought, that the Refent- 
ments of a Few, inahe Stop put to the Career of their 
Avarice and Ambition, ee by degrees cool and re- 
bate; or burn at Jeaft in the Bofoms of the Few, who 
were thus incens'd ; without fpreading the Contagion 
thro’ fuch vaft Numbers of i ven They were 
eafily perfuaded, that here and there One, would have 
that Gratitude for Air My—, after fo long and fo 
beneficial a Surfeit on Her Favours and Bounty, as to 
own the Freedom of Her Choice, the Rights of Her 
Prerogative ; and to obey and fubmit with as much Re- 
fignation, as they expected others fhonld do, when it 
was their own turn to Command, in virtwe of the 
fame Royal Authority. The New Min—y were of Opi- 
nion, that many would be glad to Compound for Eafe 
and Retirement, by being left in the quiet Pofferlon 
of that immenfe and unjuft Gain, which they had 
amafs'd to themfelves, by proftiruting the Honour of 
the Crown, and lavifhing the Property of the Subject. 
They readily fuppos’d, that their ewn unwearied La- 
hours for remedying the publick Diforders, and for 
extricating us out of thofe many and fatal Difficulties, 
with which we were incumber’d, would infenfibly re- 
concile Mankind to them, and make an entire Con- 
queft of the Good-will and Affections of the People: 
That their great Wifdom and Forefight, Courage and 
Refolution, Vigilance and Integrity, fo abundandy ma- 
nifefted in combating and furmounting fuch Difficul- 
ties, and in bringing about fo many happy and fur- 
prizing Events, would add Luftre to their Authority, 
procure Reverence and Efteem from their very Adver- 
faries ; and give them no fmall Advantages in the Opi- 
nion of the Whigs themfeives, when fet in Competition 
with the notorious filfe Steps and Blunders of former 
Management : That the Meafures they had taken, and 
which were fo clofely watch’d and infpected, fo through- 
ly fifted and examined by the oppofite Party, would, 
after full Conviction, and the cleareft Proots of their 
being truly conducive to the Publick Service, and fach 
as furpafs'd the moft Sanguine Hopes and Expectations 





) of the Friends to the Conftitation, filence all Clamour 


and Oppofition againft them; and fix them in the 


Pofleffion of thofe Honours and Powers, which the 
had fo defervedly acquir’d, and employ'd to fuch wife 
Purpofes: That the Rage of Fidtion was too violent to 
lift: That in time their Enemies muft Disband, Crumble 
and fall ro Pieces ; and that the bleffed Effects of fuch 
a Series of pen Condu& would be, Glory and Trai 
quility, with a complication of all other National Blef- 
fings, during the reft of Hr Miy——'s moft aufpi- 
cious Reign ; a firm and lafting Union among all Her 
Subjects, fully fatisfy'd with their own Happ:nefs, re- 
folving never to difturb Great Britain more; and at 
leaft a Century of Peace and Profperity, enfur’d to us, 
and entail'd upon our Pofterity. 

Thefe were the Sentiments of the Great Men in 
Power. This was their unlimited Good Narure. 
This their Temper and Candour! Such their Spirit of 
Moderation ; i fpite of the Scandal which the Whigs, 
by prophaning that Word, had really. brought upon 
the Vertue it felf! They have not yet alcer’d their 
gentle Treatment of their Adverfaries ; notwithftand- 
ing the many Provocations they have met with from 
the oppofite enrag’d Party, and the many Incitements 
of their own Friends, calling loudly for Siriét Fuffice 
and a Thorough Reformation. That their fincere Inten- 
tions, the impartial Review of their paft Condud, 
their great and unexpetted Succeffés, and the concurrent 
Approbation of the true unalterable Lovers of their 
Country, might all confpire to lead them into this 
Opinion, and to confirm them in it, is reafonable to 
fuppofe. They went upon good Grounds; and had 
fuficient Matter to rely upon, on account of the Guod- 
nefs of their Caufe. But it is impoflible they can hate 
Fawning more than I do: I will not Flatter nor Sooth 
them in their Errors. The beft of Men may be miftaken ; 
and ought to be told of it. They have certainly been 
ftrangely milled in the Judgment they had form’‘d of 
their Adverfaries: Their Condué hath not produc’d 
the good Effects that were expected : and for Two Years 
together, the Mercy and Lenity of the Government 
were as vigoroully artack’d and as much put to the Tryal, 
as for This Year laft paft they have been notorioully 
abus‘d and embezzled. 

The State of the Nation hath been carefully examin’d, 
and enquir'd into: All the Publick Meafures, the Peace 
with France, and with Spain, the Protcfant Intereft, 
the Security and Improvement of our Trade, the Suc- 
c(ffion, the Demands of our Allies, and, in fhort, every 
Step of Moment and Confequence taken by this 
Mi——y, have been ftrictly canvafs'd and look’d into; 
their Condué fully approv'd by the Legi/lanve Autho- 
rity; Her M.——y thank'd in the mott Solemn Man- 
ner, by the United Voice of Her Par t; andcon- 

ratulated by hearty and /uyal Addreffes, from the Col- 

tlive Body of Her Peuple. Whatever Propofals could 
be made by the Pretenders to further Security, that fi- 
vour'd of the Jeaft appearance of Juftice, have been 
chearfully liften’d to, and fully complied with: And 
if any thing remains to compleat the Settlement of Great 
Britain, ox of all Europe, Who fo proper to be entrufted 
with the finifhing of that Work, or to be rely'd on 
for it, as thofe Men, who have begun fo Aufpicioufly, 
and brought Things to that happy Situation, in which 
we at prefent fecethem? But after all, is the Falion 
broken ox disbanded ? Are they Silenc'd, or put oor 
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of Couhiefance ? Do offer to lay down, atad be 
eet? On the céntrary, do they not daily revive and 

peat the ftale threadbare Clamours and Calumnies, fo 
Often anfwer'd and detected ; as if thefe wa had ne- 


“ger been Debated, or had produced no Refolutions? Is 


the Authority of Pa———+ of any Weight with them ; 
and can we poflibly form an Idea of any Trade, any 
Peace, any Succoffion, under this Miz——y, with which 
they would not have been wo rade hat. Pains do 
they take, either not to underftand the Con/hitation, or 
to alienate the Hearts of their Fellow-Subjetts from it ? 
Is it not their conftant Endeavour to make Profelites 
againft the Government ; and to throw cold Water 
upon every the leaft Spark ot Zeal for the Publick Ser- 
vice, or utterly extinguifh it? Are they not every Day 
hard at Work, to difcover and 
Scandal ; to rake for Fears and Jealoufies in every Mail; 
t hont for Slanders and Calumnies all over Exrope ; 
and to widen our unhappy Differences and Diffentions, 
whence more real and much greater Dangers arife, than 
any they can fancy or foretel ? Has there been any one 
Attempt to alter our Religion, unlefs by Corrupting it ? 
For which no Sett of can, with any Colour of 
Juftice, be blam’d, but themfelves. Who has endan- 
gerd our Liberties, but their Party; by abufing them 
fo grofly, and committing all manner of Outrages, un- 
cer Covert of that venerable Name, with Impunity? 
The Nation Addreffes, Approves, Congratulates, and re- 
turns Thanks: They baw] without ceafing, /mpeach! 
Impeach! And what is the Drift of all their foolith and 
wicked Pamphlets, but to Defame and Leffen the Royal 
Au:horiiy, to render the Q- uneafie in the Poffef- 
fion of the Crown, and the Perfons of Her Min——>s 
odious to the People; as if neither GOD nor Man 
had provided Laws againft thefe Abominations, or 
there were no Power upon Earth to put them in 
Execution ? 

What now fhall we think of thefe Bigots to Fattion ? 
Or which way refcue Two delectable fflands from thofe 
combuftible Seeds and Elements, lurking in her ver 
Bowels, before they come to an Fruption, and the Vul- 
cano burfts about our Ears? Are thefe Men the Objeéts 
of Tendernefs and Forbearance? Are they always to be 
treated gently, as poor, harmlefs, deluded, mifguided

and to return into the Bofome of their Country ? 
know not what Loads of Lead have been lately laid 
upon the Feet of Fufice, in order to retard her in the 
purfuit ef fuch Reprobates; but I am very fure, that 
there is no want of Overt-Ails on their Side, and 
whenever they can get Footing in any Part of the Exe- 
cutive Branch, or make advances towards the obtaining 
more Power than is yet within their Grafp, they ftrain 
it to Oppreflion, for the Service of their Caufe ; and 
always arm that Part of the Conffirution, where they 
have any Intereft, againft that which is in better Hands : 
Whereby Civil Difcord is kept up; and this, according 
to all the Maxims of the moft approv'd Dealers in 
Mitchief,, is the fureft way to make a State Sick, and to 
bring it tothe very brink of Mortality, 

Has there any thing been omitted, which might fe- 
cure us againft the Dangers of Popery; unlefs where 
Remedies have been propos’d much worfe than Di- 
feafes ? May not the Friends to the Government faggeft, 
with good reafon, that this is not our weakeft Side ? Or 
if it be, that it is fufficiently guarded? May they not 
be Jealous of us from another Quarter ; and very juftly 
fofpect, that we are more in danger of a Rebellion than 
of Popery? The Symptoms are ftronger, and the Proofs 
more obvious to common Obfervation. The Woigs 
pretend to give in Lijfs of the Forces of the Pa is ; 
which, upon numbring that People, have been found 
very deficient. But who can number the Republicans 
and Fevourers of Sedition? And let any Mortal judge, 
which of the Two are moft reftrain’d and kept under. 
They fay, Popifh Books and Doftrines fly about in abun- 
dance. But then they are miftaken in their Marks; 
and hardly know a Pepifh Doflrine when they fee it. 
Whilf not only fingle Notions and Princip'es, but entire

dice to the Rights of Monarchy, and defiructive of aij 
Authority, both Zemporal and Spirnual, do much mere 
abound ; and are taught and propagated in Club; a4 
Academies, with impunity.

kirk is now Demolith'd. Would we could fay the fame 
of the Fanta, the Kit Cat, and Calves-Head-Cinb ! Yoy 
fhall hear them argue ; Has not the French King a Wil] > 
And has he not a Power? Is he not Abfolute > And 
what then can we expe&t? But no Body muft tell them: 
That their Faction has a Will too: Sufficiently exprefy 
and declar’d. That they have a Power, and would have 
a Greater. And do they not A&, as if they were with. 
out Controul? How then are we Safe and out of 
Danger? For they want no Fleet; but are upon the 
Spot, and there is no — to the Dottrine of Revily. 
tions. They write of Briefs, Indulgences, Bull:, &c. 
bat their own Original Contraéts, Natural Rights, ang 
Notions of Refiftance, are upon Record, and to be feen 
at any time; being not Imported Goods, but of the 
Growth of the Country. They fay, Abbey Lands may 
be Refum’d. But Bifhops, Deans, and Chapters Lana; 
are no fweet Morfel, nor were ever touch’d fince the 
Reformation. They talk of Anathama’s; but not of 
> ag They dream of Holy Leagues and Cry- 
fados: But not a Word of the Able Guarrantees they 
had provided for us. They Spirit up Stories abour 
Ornaments and Preparations. But no notice is taken of 
what the Five Addreffes mentions, coincerning the mili- 
tary Behaviour of their Younger Brethren of the Presby- 
tery ; as if the Security- AG were not yet Repeal d. They 
would perfuade the World, that Superftition and Igno- 
rance are our prefent Foibles. Whilft Malice it {elf 
cannot obferve the leaft Seeds of Civil Difcord amongt 
us, the leaft Shadow of Sedition, or Tendency towards 
Confujion. What an invaluable Bleffing and Security is 
the Sacred Life of Her Ma—— to thefe Kingdoms : 
Yet how have they endeavour’ to trouble Her Reign 
and to wear Her out with Uneafinefg ? ;
